I received 2 letter from Mr. Dower in which he comments very 
favorably upor your device for adjusting Sleadtie It would seem that 2 sat 
isfactory test upon 14,000 ounces would be quite @ convincing demonstration. 
There is not so mech work for it upon silver in vie, of the very small per- 
centage nowadays of blanks outside the limit ‘of tolerance but if it will 
accomplish similer results upon gold it will be an important invention. 

I have wondered how you managed to take off from each blank 
varying in weight as they do, the exact smourt required to bring it within 
the tolerance. I do not sse how you can set the imives to suit any def- 
inite mumber of. bleuks. I shell be muck interested to hear the result 
of your experinents upon gold, the margin to work on being much smaller. 

I find upon inquiry that it is the general rule in tho government 
service that where inventions 2re made in the regular course of government 
operat ions the "shop right" or in other words, the right to aa the inven- 
tion in the sovernnent service, is claimed, the inventor being allowed 
to obtein a patent and get any benefit he may outside the government ser- 
vice. \ if your invention effects as great a seving as it promises I would 
be very glad to allow you some other reward but the rule ecems to be es= 
tablished in the service and to be supported by Court decisions.

Replying to your letter of the 25th instant addressed to the 
Chief Clerk of the treasury Department relative to the value of the 
Straits Settlements dollar, I beg to say that according to our 
information this coin has not as yet a final status, the eee 
being in process of changing its monetary standard from the silver 
to the gold standard. ‘he latest officiel information we have on 
the subject is contained in 1 letter from Hon, David F. Wilbur, 
United States Consul General at Singapore, dated February 26th, 


1906 in which he says: 


“Actual currency of the country! Silver coins, the value 
of which the government has been raising by means of a limitation 
on the supply mursuant to a plan similar to that by which India 
raised the value of the rupee. On Jamary 29,1906, the government 
fixed the sterling value of the dollar at 2 shillings and 4 pence, 
by offering to give. dollars in new silver notes for sovereigns at 
that rate. Government has not yet offered to give sovereigns for 
dollars, so that only an upper limit to the fluctuations of the 


dollar has so far been fixed." 

It is avadent that the value of this coin no longer follows 
the fraebeibiein of silver bullion and this Bureau will not change 
its quoted value in the future except upon officiel information 
from Singapore. The pound sterling instead of the silver dollar 
ia now the standerd coin of the Straits Settlements. The Consul 
General at Singapore should keep this Bureau informed as to any 
official changes in the status of the dollar and may know that
